History of tbe Crime for Which William Holman was 

Sentenved to be Hanged at Dalton Yesterdsy— 

A&A Young Women Murdered aud Her .. 
Body Tarewn inte a Well, Etec. 
re 

PaLToN, Ga., January 28.—[Special.]—When 
it became known, on Wednesday night, that 
Williaa Holman, the murderer of Matilda 
Gniger, would not be hanged today, because 
ef an appeal to the supreme court, ' ntense ox" 
eitement was created. The sheriff, having 
been warned of an intention to lynch the pris- 
ener, hurriedly rushed him off to Gordon 
county jail. 

The murder of which Holman hasbeen found 
guilty. isone of sensational interest. On the 
morning of November 7th, shortly after day- 
light, as two men, named Motes and Wise, 
were crossing Chastain’s bridge, spanning Mill 
ereek,on the Spring Place road, three miles or 
more tothe eastof Dalton, they discérned 
a dark object floating amid some drift 
wooed in the water near the bridge which 
bere the resemblance of a human figure. The 
men. therefore, dismounted and clambered 
down the steep bank to the water's edge that a 
heiter view might be obtained of the object 
which had excited their curiosity. Their con- 
jeciures proved to be quite true; floating face 
downward in the eddying current was toe 
bea€v cfawoman. The news of the ghastly 
discovery spread with wonderful rapidity; a 
large crowd soon gathered on the bank, and 
the bedy of the wonian wasbrought on shore. 
She proved be quite young, probably 
eightcen or nineteen years old, 
and wos thinly clad, having on 
only acalio dress anda piece of old shawl 
pinned about her shoulders. The supposition 
obtained at first that the woman had suicided, 
but two chastly wounds on her head, either of 
which would have fractured the skull, dispell- 
ed such an idea, and it was plainly obvions 
that she had been foully murdered. Farther 
examination showed clotted blood on the rail- 
ings of the bridge, adhering to which were 
pieces of what appearod to be cotton bagving, 
while scattered about were some cotton seed. 

The news spread like wild fire, and Dalton 
was soon agog with rumors of the terrible 
exime. The coroner was summoned, aud the 
body of the unfortunate woman, whose name 
was Matilda Gudger, brought to this place for 
the purpose of holding an inquest. As the day 

-grew older the excitement became more In- 
tence? and speculation on the shocking affair 
ray hich. ‘That she had been murdered there 
westo doubt—the blows onthe head, the 
blocdstains on the brid ge, pointed strongly to 
this fact, and the body having been found In 
the water proved that an effort had been made 
to conceal the crime. 

The officers at once began a thorough inves- 
tigation, and toward noona clew was discov- 
ered, A buggy, belonging to Mr. Springtield’s 
livery stable, threw some light on the mystery. 
@n cone side of the buggy were unmistakable 
evidences of blood stains, while the bottom of 
fhe vehicle was also stained with blood, and a 
picee of cotton bagging was wound around the 
fyont axte and cotton seed were scattered in 
the bottom. Mr. Springfield was questioned 
and said that 2 man named Charlie Patton, 
who worked ai the gin, in the northern part 
ef the city, applied for a buggy and horse 
ah ut dark Monday evening, stating that he 
wished to hau some walnuts home 
mm «6it, «which his boys had gath- 
ered, and as worked all day at 
the civ. could only fird timeat night for the 
purpese. Mr. Springfield let him have the 
buggy, which he returned and paid for aft a 
rather late hour Monday night; and nothing 
more was thought of the matter until the next 
merning, when news of the murder reached 
the city. and the blood-stains were discovered 
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op the buggy which had been hired by Patton. 


As the investigation proceeded, it was found 


~that Patton came to this place from Michigan 
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a short time since; that he he had no ¢hildren; 
that his “walnut story” was without fouuda- 
tien: Heand acompapion named Holman. 
siso an employe atthe gin, were arrested on 


epepicion ‘Tuesday afternoon and placed in jail. { 


Durive the day suspicion fastened also upon 
Mré. Holeombe and ber daughters, Lizzie and 
Carrie. women of bad character, who were sup- 
peced io know something of the tragedy. 
This made five prisoners in all, William Hol- 
man. Charics B, Patton, Mrs. Holcombe, Lizzie 
Bolcombe and Carrie Heleombe. Hundredsof 
people were drawn in from the country to 
fearn the paticulars of the mysterious tragedy. 
The factthat the woman was young, beanti- 
ful and an absolute stranger in the city, ar- 
enced sympathy and curiosity, while tne fur- 
ther fact that sbe had been approaching mater- 
wity furnished the evident cause of her mur- 
der. Young men dnd old, united in the deter- 
mination that this was a case for Judge Lynch. 
The developments grew darker and darker 
fer the prisoners in jail. As night approached 
the evident purpese of the people 
berame known, and the’ sheriff had to 
take means tosave the country from the stigma 
ef alynching. He quictly but hurriedly took 
the two principals, Holman and Patton, to a 
siding onthe Western and Atlantic railroad 


just outside the city where he signalled down 


the passenger train and carried his prisoners 
to the Gordon county jail in Calhoun. When 
the lynchers gathored around the jail and dis- 
eovered that their game had gone, they were 
wnder the impression that the prisoners had 
been taken to Atlanta. The next day, how- 
ever, the truth became known that the pris- 
eners had oniv gone to Calhoun. ¢4 second 
time th: party got together de- 
termined to proceed to. that town 
and stil] execute their threats. Again the 
sheriff outwitted the lynchers by putting their 
prisoners on a midnight Western and Atlantic 
Yailroad passenger train and taken to Atlanta, 
where for the first time the men felt that they 
were free frou hands of the infuriated 
populace. 

‘The trial of the prisoners was fixed for the 
16th and ijth of December, when they were 
returned here for that purpose. They found 
ibe people, while cooled in their anger, still as 
determined asever. Judge Fain presided over 
fhe court, and tock up tbe case of William 
Holman first, and the evidence givenin that 
ease developed beyond doubt the whole story 
of the terrible tragedy. From this story it 
seems that Ho'man and Patton ran a cotton 
gin just outside the city. Holman was a 
native Georgian, born in Coweta county. 
while Patton was a native of Michigan. Both 
men became intimate with the Holcomb ewo- 
mien, the latter visiting the men in the gin- 
house. Holcombe had been in the place bat 
about three months, having come last from 
rome point near Knoxville, Tenn. Daring: 
the last week in October a young lady of pre- 
pobsessing appearanee, giving the name of 
Matiida Gudger, reached the city inqnimng 
fer William Holman.after that she was seen no 
meore.. It seems that she took up residence 
with the Holcombe women, having been 
imtrodueced tothem by Holman. On the night of 
Nevember 1, Matilda Gudger,Lizzie Holcombe 
gud Carrie Holcombe went out to the ginhouse 
and remained ail night. Thetwo Holeombe 
giris stayed in the room with Patton, while 
Mice© Guducr remained with Holman. Abont 
eveclock in the morning, Patton and his 
¢eeuipanions were aroused by a lond distur- 
They heard Misi Gadgés say t» Hol. 
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“Yon have ruined we, and you must marry 
moe. aud I will not leave this place until you 
es 

“Dameayou,’ retorted Holman, “vou 
not tive to marry anybody. Tuke that.” 

Joud groan was heard, and as Patton and 
his companions rushed out, they saw the wo- 
mav prostrate, and Holman standing over her, 
kelding in his hand a fourteen-inch iron bar, 
which was dripping with blood. Turning to 
Patton, and covering him with his pistol, Hol- 
man exclaimed: 

“If you ever say a ward I “@) shoot you 
dead. Pick up that body and throw it into 
the well.” 4 

Patton did as he was directed, and the affair 
was dismissed for the time. The next day a 
heavy rain storm set.in. which lasted for three 

flooding the creeks, and unfortunately 
the welluntil the body of 
woman could be seem by any chance 
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were made essary. Patten was uot only 
cowed by his fear of Hol man, but. had an in- 
centive to aid him in the factthat he was en- 
gaged to marry Halman’s sister. He came 
hurriedly to town and ‘got the buggy, retarn- 
ing with it to the cotton gin. There the two 
men took the body out of the weil, rolled it up 
in a sheet of cotton bagging, placed the stiff in 
a buggy and rode out inte the dark. to Mill 
creek bridge. Placing the bundle lengthwise 
on the railing of the bridge they let it unfold 
until the body of the woman dropped out and 
into the water fifteen feet below. The 
creck was greatly swollen and it was the hope 
of the murderers that by daylight the body 
would be so far retmoved that there would be 
no clew asto the point from whence it came. 
Unfortunately for them, however, 
it became fastened in somg bushes but a few 
feet down the stream, so that it was discovered 
by the first passer the next morning. 

Holman, in his statement to the jury, at- 
tempted to throw the blame upon his confed- 
erates. His story was that Miss Gudger, hav- 
ing got up at three o’clock in the motning, was 
in the act of beating a dog belonging to Lizzie 
Holcombe; that. while thus engaged Lizzie 
' came out and the two women got into a fight, 
in which Lizzie struck Miss Gudger with the 
iron bar andthen dragged her body to the 
well and threw it in. 

The jury found Holman guilty, however,and 
he was sentenced to be hanged on the 28th of 
January. Patton was then placed on trial, 
found guilty and recommended to the mercy 
of the court, This reeommendation saved his 
neck, butsent him to the penitentiary for life. 
The cases against the Holcombe women were 
dismissed, but they were immediately notified 
by the citizens that immediate emigration for 
the west would be advisable. 

A pitiful incident of the trial was the pres- 
ence of Holman’s father and mother. ‘They 
are both people of excellent lives, connected 
with some of the highest families of the state, 
and have always maintained cliurch relations,

Deputy Collector Ware 
said that it was a well equipped still and loca- 
ted in one of the most secluded spots in Wal- 
ton county.

CCIDENT TO HON. W. I. PIKE. 
He is Seriously Injur.d Wie Stepping From 
a Train. . 


From the Gainesville Eagle. eo ‘ “ 
‘on. W. I. Pike, of Jefferson, came up from 
: Adaots on the Belle train of the Air-Line rail- 
read last Wednesday evening. The train 
reaches Gainesville about 7 o'clock amd crosses 
the track of the G., J. and S, railroad about 300 
yards below the depot, and usually slacks up 
br stops at that point to see if there is any ob- 
struction on the other road before crossing. A 
train on the G., J. and S. starts out for Jeffer- 
con aboutthe same time, and it generally 
crosses.the Air-Line a few minutes afcer the 
arrival of the Belle train, but as both trains 
are required to stop before crossing each oth- 
er’s tracks, to prevent accidents, passengers for 
Jefferson frequently take advantage of this, 
step off the Belle and board the Jefferson 
train, thereby saving a lay over at this point. 
Colonel Pike, intending to do this, tooka 
position on the steps of the car he had been 
riding on, ready to get off as soon as the train 
stopped. It appears that itdid not make a full 
stop, and it is supposed that just as he went to 
step the air brakes were taken off, which caus 
ed the train to suddenly plunge forward throw- 
ing him down the‘ embankment. His left side 
was badly bruised and a terrible gash was cut 
above his left eye. His right wrist was also 
badly sprained.
